Long considered one of the top business and civic leaders in the United States, 
Walter A, Haas, Jr, is the man responsible for keeping baseball in Oakland. 
His belief in the Oakland community, and the surrounding area, paid off with 
great dividends in 1989, as the A’s won baseball's top prize, the world cham- 
pionship, after taking a second consecutive American League pennant, The 
Championship season attracted a record 2.6 million fans to the Oakland 
Coliseum. 


In addition to his duties as Owner/Managing General Partner of the Oakland 
Athletics, Haas is also the Honorary Chairman of the Board of Levi Strauss 
and Company. 


Born on January 24, 1916 in San Francisco, Haas went on to do undergraduate 
work at the University of California, before earning his MBA at the Harvard Graduate School of Business 
Administration. He has a wealth of business experiance as he has headed some of the finest companies 
in America. Haasis a former Director of Bank of America, United Air Lines and the Pacific Telephone Com- 
pany. He was also a member of the Trilateral Commission and has been a part of the Executive Committee 
of the National Alliance of Businessmen. 


Almost equal in stature to his business experiance is his dedication to the community, Committment to the 
community has been a keynote of the Haas ownership of the A's and, when it comes to Walter A. Haas, 
Jr., this is the norm, not the exception. Currently, he is a member of the National Commission on Public 
Service and is on the Advisory Council of Reading is Fundamental. Inc. In the past, he has been a member 
of the Presidential Advisory Council for Minority Enterprise and a Director of the National Urban League. 
He has also dedicated a large portion of his time to the Federal Government, being a former member of (he 
Presidential Task Force on International Development and a representative of the State Department (Agency 
for International Development) in Brazil, evaluating the government's projects of assistance to that country.

Prior to joining the Athletics, Haas served as Grants Manager for Levi Strauss and Company. He also 
served aS business manager for Sons of Champlin, Inc, and as President of Goldmine Records. 


Haas is married and has three children. He and his family reside in San Francisco. 


THE ATHLETICS FRANCHISE 


The 1990 season marks the tenth year under the current ownership, The Haas family took control of the 
club on November 3, 1980, and has since built the organization into one of the finest in all of professional 
sports. When they purchased the club from Charlie Finley, the Haas family inherited an organization with 
a depleted minor league system, a front office of six employees and a team that had lost 187 games 
the previous two years. Now the team on the field has won more games the past two seasons than a 
club in baseball, and both the Player Development System and front office rank with the very best, It 
has been a complete turnaround. 


Since the 1981 season, the franchise has now won three American League West division crowns, two 
consecutive American League pennants and, of course, the 1989 world champlonship. Oakland is the 
first team to Win back-to-back American League titles since the 1977-78 New York Yankees. 

The Athletics’ history has been spiced with color and dotted with championships. From their beginnings 
under Connie Mack in 1901 to Tony La Russa’s current version, the Athletics have won a record 8 division 
titles, 14 American League pennants and 9 world championships, Mack managed the A's for an incredible 
50 seasons until 1950 when he finally gave way to Jimmie Dykes, After nine American League pennants 
and five world championships the franchise was sold to Amold Johnson in 1954, and Johnson moved 
the team to Kansas City for the 1955 season. After 13 seasons in Kansas City in which the club never

played .500 baseball, Charlie Finley, who had entered the scene in 1960, moved the franchise to Oakland 
just prior to the 1968 season. In 1969 the A’s won 88 games, the most victories for an A's club since 
1932, and it would be the fewest wins for the team over the next six years. The A’s became one of the 
dominant teams of the 1970's, winning three consecutive world championships from 1972-74. The fran- 
chise again fell on hard times in the late 70's but was brought back to life again when the new ownership 
took contro! of the club for the 1981 season. 


THE A’s IN THE COMMUNITY 


Commitment to the surrounding community has been a halimark of the Oakland Athletics ever since the 
Haas family assumed ownership of the club in November of 1980. At that time, the A’s made a commit- 
ment to increase their involvement in the community and to make the game of baseball accessible and 
enjoyable to all people. It became the A’s goal to contribute to civic, youth, disabled, senior citizen and 
charitable organizations of the Bay Area region by utilizing their various resources. 


Early in the Haas family ownership, the club established the A’s Community Fund. The A's Community 
Fund is a non-profit organization that makes it possible for the A’s to invite deserving members of the 
Northern California community out to the ballpark. The rete Fund relies on the soar of private 
individuals, players, corporations and the A’s annual Community Fund Golf Tournament for its support. 
The Community Fund is supported by the A's Community Development Department. With over 40 dif- 
ferent programs, the A's have made an effort to reach out to the entire Northern California community. 
The following organizations are just a few of those that benefit from the A's diverse dedication to the 
community: East Oakland Youth Development, the Oakland Police Activities League, the Spanish Speak- 
ing Foundation, Big Brothers and Big Sisters, the United Way, the Association for Retarded Citizens and 
the California Congress of Senior Citizens. 

The A’s Community Affairs Department and the A's Community Fund reflect the club's continuing effort 
to build the relationship between the team and the community that supports it.

Since arriving in Oakland on July 7th, 1986, Tony has helped restore the + 
A's to one of the most powerful clubs inal of baseball. No one has managed 
the Oakland A's for more games (565) or to more victories (329). Tony's 
-582 winning percentage as the A's skipper is second only to Dick Willlams 
.603 mark with Oakland. The A's 203 wins the past two seasons is un- 
matched in baseball, and under Tony, the A's have won two consecutive 
AL pennants. La Russa's teams are the first to accomplish that feat since the 1977-78 Yankees. The 
A's 1989 world championship was the fourth for the Athletics since bing to Oakland in 1968, but Tony's 
first as a major league manager, a career that spans ten-plus seasons. With the addition of last season's 
99 victories, La Russa's career record stands at 851-742, a .534 winning percentage. 


Returning to the A's was something of a homecoming for Yon, He was signed to his first pro contract 
by the then Kansas City A’s on the night he graduated from high schoo! in 1962. He made his major 
league debut just one year later with the A's. Tony went on ta play professionally for 16 seasons, but 
never once spent an entire year in the majors. After his stint with KC in '63, Tony didn't make it to the 
majors again until 1968, this time with the A's of Oakland. He went on to play pans of four years in 
Oakland before finishing out his playing career with Atlanta and the Chicago Cubs 


Tony's managerial career began in 1978, when he took over the White Sox’ Double-A team in Knoxville. 
That year his team went 53-25, earning Tony a promotion to the White Sox’ coaching staff. At the begin- 
ning of 1979, Tony was named the manager of the Sox’ Triple-A squad in lowa, but that position didn't 
fast long. On August 2nd of that year, Lb took over the helm of the White Sox, replacing Don Kes- 
singer. Over the next seven years, he established himself as one of the top managers in the majors. 
His most successtul year with the Sox was 1983, when the club posted a 99-63 record, which was the 
best in baseball that season. He was rewarded for his effort that year by being named ‘'Manager of the 
Year'’ by The Sporting News, the Associated Press and the Baseball Writers Association of America. 
He had the '84 Sox tied for first place at the All-Star break, before finishing Sth with a 74-88 record. 
Tony was relieved of his duties with the White Sox on June 19, 1986, and assumed the manager's role 
in Oakland on July 7th, 1986. In just his second full year with the A's, 1988, Tony managed the olub 
to.an AL West record 104 victories, the AL pennant and into the World Series. For his efforts that season 
he once again earned the BBWAA and Sporting News Manger of the Year honors. 


A graduate of Florida State University’s School of Law in 1978, Tony passed the bar exam in December 
of 1979. He is one of only five lawyers/managers in baseball history, the other four—Monte Ward (New 
York Giants and Brooklyn pooner fate 1880s), Hughie Mea (Detroit, 1907-20), Miller Huggins (St. 
Louis Cardinals and New York Yankees, 1913-29) and Branch Rickey (St. Louis Browns, 1914-15)—are 
all in the Baseball Hall of Fame 


Tony makes his home in Danville, California with his wife, Elaine, and their two daughters, Bianca Tai 
(9-14-79) and Devon Kai (8-17-82).

Dave arrived with Tony La Russa in July of 1986 and under Dave's guidance 
the A's pitching staff has been the best in baseball over the past two years. | 
For the second consecutive season Dave's staff had the lowest ERA in the 
league, the first staff to earn that honor since the 1972-73 Orioles. The 
A's 3.09 ERA was also the best the league had seen since the Yankees’ 
2.90 in 1981, and was the best by an A's staff since 1974. Duncan's staff 
also boasted four men with 17 or more victories, thus becoming only the — 
third staff (1951 Indians, 1971 Orioles) since the 1927 Yankees to have at 

least that many pitchers win 17 of more. In addition to the starting four the bullpen once again was the 
best in the business with 57 saves. The pen now has 121 saves in the past two years, 


Like his manager, Duncan is no stranger to the Oakland organization. Dave signed his first major league 
contract with the Kansas City A's in 1963, and made his major league debut with that same club in 1964, 
When the team moved west, Duncan went along with it, and spent five years in Oakland as a player. 
Ouring that time, he caught some of the best pitchers of the 70's, including Jim “Catfish” Hunter, Vida 
Blue, Rollie Fingers and Ken Holtzman. He appeared in the American Lean e eee series in 
1971 and 1972, and played in the World Series in 1972. After leaving the A's, Duncan finished up his 
career with two-year stints in Cleveland and then in Baltimore. 


Duncan started his coaching career in 1978 with the Cleveland Indians. In 1982, he was hired as pitching 
coach of the Seattle Mariners. His staff that year led the A.L. in strikeouts with 1002, and finished second 
in the circuit with 39 saves and 11 shutouts. He left the Mariners in 1983 to join the White Sox. That 
ie Sox pitchers led the majors in wins (99) and the A.L. in fewest walks (447). Duncan's staff also 

ad the league's Cy Young winner, LeMarr Hoyt, After a disappointing '84 season, Duncan's '85 White 
Sox staff posted a club record of 1023 strikeouts. During his career, Dave has been associated with 4 
Cy Young winners. Along with Hoyt, Duncan caught Blue and Hunter in Oakland, and Jim Palmer in Bal- 
timore.

He spent parts of 1966 (K.C, A's) and 
1968 (Oakland A's) in the majors before he retired as an active player in 1972. In 1973 he began manag- 
ing in the A's system. He guided Burlington (A) in 1973-74, Modesto (AA) in 1975, and Chattanooga 
(AA) in 1976 before moving on to the A's Triple-A affiliate in San Jose in 1977. He retained that position 
the next ee even though San Jose was now part of (he Seattle organization, and then went to Spokane 
from 1979-81, Rene was finally rewarded for his minor league service, being named the manager of the 
Seattle Mariners in 1981. 


Lachemann spent three years with the Mariners from 1981-83, compiling a 140-180 record during his 
stay. He took over the helm of the Milwaukee Brewers for the 1984 season, compiling a 67-94 mark. 
Rene ry the 1985 and '86 seasons as the third base coach for the Boston Red Sox before moving 
on to the A's at the end of 1986.

McKay first came to the A's just before the 1980 season after nine years a\ )) 
in the Minnesota and Toronto organizations. He played in 280 games for 

Oakland from 1980-1982 and spent the 1983 season in the minor leaques 
as a player-coach. He helped the A's capture the 1981 Western Division flag by hitting .288 in the latter 
half of the year and by smacking a home run in the divisional playoff series against Kansas City. McKay's 
an career had begun ten years earlier when he signed a free agent contract with Minnesota 
‘or the 1971 season. He spent four years in the minors before breaking in with the Twins in a big way, 
He homered off Detroit's Vern Ruble in his first big league at-bat on August 22, 1975 and went on to 
hit safely in 21 of his first 22 games.

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THE OAKLAND ATHLETICS 
THE 1989 SEASON IN REVIEW 


THE RECORD: For the second consecutive season the A’s won more games than any team 
in baseball, but in the words of A’s manager Tony La Russa, the club had to “grind it out" 
to reach the top of the AL West on their way to the world championship. Even the world 
championship was put on hold due to the tragic earthquake that hit the Bay Area just prior 
to Game 3 of the Series. In six months, the A’s were never more than 41/2 games ahead 
in the AL West until the final weekend. They were never more than 3/2 games out of the 
division lead. They never won more than seven games in a row. They never lost more than 
four games in a row. But in the end the Athletics had 99 victories and their second consecu- 
tive AL West title, eighth since moving to Oakland in 1968. The eight divisional titles are 
more than any other club can claim since the beginning of divisional play in 1969. The A’s 
took over first place in the West for good on August 21st when Curt Young defeated Detroit 
5-1 in a rainout makeup game at Tiger Stadium. The club played the best baseball in the 
American League following the All-Star break (47-27, 635) to finish 36 games over 500, 
the high-water mark on the season, The 1989 A’s were either in first or second place in 
the AL West for 175 of the 182 days in the season, 


THE POST SEASON: With Rickey Henderson leading the way the A’s defeated Toronto 4 
games to 1 to win their second consecutive AL pennant. Henderson, the MVP of the play- 
Offs, hit 400 vs. the Jays and stole a record 8 bases in the 5-game series. He also scored 
8 runs and walked 7 times, Dave Stewart picked up 2 wins, including the clincher, It was 
a close series, as the final run totals indicated. The A’s outscored the Jays by just 5 runs, 
26 to 21, in the 5 contests. After securing the AL pennant the A’s then moved on to their 
second consecutive World Series. With the San Francisco Giants as their opponents, the 
Series was aptly titled, “The Battle of the Bay’. The A’s never trailed and swept the 1989 
Fall Classic in four straight games. But it will also be a Series remembered for the earth- 
quake that struck just as both teams were preparing for Game 3 at Candlestick, After taking 
the first two games at the Coliseum behind brilliant pitching from Dave Stewart and Mike 
Moore, the earthquake delayed the Series a record 11 days. Despite the delay, Oakland did 
fol seem to miss a beat as they came back to win the next two games and win their fourth 
world championship since moving to Oakland in 1968, 


A's AND ATTENDANCE: For the second consecutive year the A’s broke the franchise atten- 
dance record. Fueled by a club record 19 sellouts, the final total of 2,667,225 was nearly 
400,000 more than the previous record set just a year ago, Oakland's road attendance of 
2,283,209 was also a franchise record and was the third best total in the American League. 
Only the Yankees and Red Sox were a better draw on the road, The 1989 season marked 
the second consecutive year the A’s have drawn more than 2 million both home and away. 


THE PITCHING: Only three teams in the last 60 years have had four pitchers win 17 or more 
games in one season. Dave Duncan's 1989 staff is one of those three. Dave Stewart (21), 
Mike Moore (19), Storm Davis (19) and Bob Welch (17) were the A’s four horses. The four 
starters finished a combined 76-35 with a 3.25 ERA (878.1 IP, 317 ER). For the season A's 
starters allowed three or less earned runs 113 times. The A’s were 88-25 in those 113 con- 
tests. The staff became the first to win back-to-back AL ERA titles since the 1972-73 Ori- 
oles. With the help of a major league high 20 shutouts (California also had 20) the A's 3.09 
final ERA was the best in the loop since the Yankees had a 2.90 ERA in the strike-shortened 
1981 season. It was the best over a full year since the 1974 Oakland staff finished at 2.95. 


THE BULLPEN: For the second conseculive year the A's bullpen was the best in the busi- 
ness. The pen totaled a major league high 57 saves in 73 opportunities (78% success rate) 
despite the loss of Dennis Eckersley for nearly two months of the season. Rick Honeycutt 
picked up for Eck saving 10 games in 10 save opportunities during Eckersley’s 40-game 
absence. Overall the pen allowed 122 earned runs in 428,1 innings (2,56 ERA) and either 
saved or won 74 of the A's 99 victories. 


THE INJURED: The injuries came early in 1989 and it took four months of the season to 
get everyone healthy, When Walt Weiss returned to the active roster on July 3ist the Ath- 
letics’ disabled list was empty for the first time in ‘89, and the club trailed first place Calitor- 
nia by only a game and a half. Amazingly, the A’s never placed another player on the DL 
after Weiss’ return, after having 11 different players, including 5 pitchers, spend time on 
the DL the first four months of the year. The list and the injuries, plus the A’s record during 
the player's absence, follows.

THE DEPTH: During Canseco’s 88-game absence six different players started a game in 
right field. The six combined to hit .237 with just one homer (Javier) and 29 RBls. Stan 
Javier was named to start the most in Canseco’s absence, starting 49 of the 88 games Jose 
missed. During Mark McGwire's 14-day stay on the list three different players filled in: Car- 
ney Lansford (6 starts), Terry Steinbach and Billy Beane. The three combined to hit .327 
with 8 RBIs over the 14 games. While Eckersley was missing 40 games, Rick Honeycutt 
filled the “stopper” role on most occasions. Rick picked up 10 saves in 10 opportunities. 
After Weiss was injured on May 17th Mike Gallego filled in and started 59 games at shortstop. 


DAY BASEBALL: The Ass finished with the best day record in baseball. Oakland went 47-17 
in games that started before 6:00 PM. Since 1988 the A's are 92-39 (.702) during the day. 


A’s AT HOME: For the second consecutive season the Coliseum continued to be a great 
place for the A’s to play. The Athletics wound up 54-27 at home, winning 19 of their 26 home 
series. Only Kansas City with 55 home victories recorded more home wins than the A's. 


A’s ON THE ROAD: The Athletics finished up road play in 1989 at 45-36 (.555) which, for 
the second consecutive season, was the best road mark in the AL. Only one other AL club 
played better than 500 on the road, and that was the A’s ALCS opponent, Toronto. Since 
1988 Oakland is 28 games over .500 on the road at 95-67 (.586), 


A's VS. THE WEST: The A's finished 46-32 vs. the West, 25-14 at home and 21-18 on the 
road. Only Kansas City held the edge on the A's, winning 7 of the 13 games between the 
two clubs. 


A's VS. THE EAST: \n the East only the Boston Red Sox wound up with a winning record 
vs. the A’s. The Red Sox were 7-5 vs. Oakland while the rest of the division was just 24-48 
vs. the A’s. The Athletics swept all six games at Cleveland in going 10-2 vs. the Tribe. Over 
the past two seasons the A’s are 110-58 vs. the East, and since La Russa took over the 
A’s in July, 1986, Oakland is 184-108 (,630) vs. the AL East.

1989 MINOR LEAGUE REVIEW 


Although it didn't produce the American League's Rookle of the Year for the first time in the last 4 years, 
the A's Player Development pi ogl had an Crit! year in 1989. After suffering through its first 
sub-.500 season in 7 years in 1988, the system bounced back with a 348-342 record, with all but 2 teams 
in the system recording winning records. In fact 2 of the 6 teams in the A's Minor eae system went 
on to the post-season playoffs, Another indication of the continuing productivity of the system is (he 
fact that 20 of the players who produced a world championship for the major league A’s were products 
of the A's Player Development System. 


TACOMA TIGERS (AAA): The Tigers recorded the 2nd best overall record in the Pacific Coast League, 
going 39-33 in the 1st half and coming back with a 38-33 mark in the 2nd hall. Unfortunately for 2nd 
year manager Brad Fischer, the team found itself in 2nd ie in both halves, missing out on post-season 
play. As in 1988, pitching was the cornerstone of the Tacoma club in 1989. The Tigers finished 2nd in 
the league ERA race, compiling a 3.68 team ERA. Lefthander Bryan Clark finished the season 15-7 with 
a 3.14 ERA, leading the league in wins and finishing 6th in the ERA race. Another lefthander, Dave Otto, 
also compiled a solid season, golng 10-13 with a 3.67 ERA.

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A’s ON THE AIR 


BILL KING, Director of Broadcast Operations, enters his tenth year of 
play-by-play for the A's. In addition to his work with the A’s, Bill is the 
voice of the Los Angeles Raiders, His work with the Raiders began in 
1966 and it has included four Super Bowls. From 1962 through the 
1982-83 season King was the play-by-play voice of the NBA Golden State 
Warriors. His style of broadcasting combines knowledge of the game 
with a special ability to paint word pictures which bring the radio lis- 
teners right into the action. King had his sport broadcast origins in base- 
ball. He played semi-pro baseball as a youngster in the midwest and his 
first play-by-play job was for a club in Pekin, Illinois in 1948. Bill makes 
his home in Marin County. 


LON SIMMONS beains his tenth year of play-by-play for the A's in 1990. 
Prior to joining the A's in 1981, Lon was well known in the Bay Area for 
play-by-play work with the San Francisco Giants and the San Francisco 49ers 
of the NFL. A native of Glendale, California, Lon was a three sport high 
school star in track, football and baseball. He signed a professional con- 
tract with the Philadelphia Phillies, but an injury cut short his promising 
pitching career after just two seasons in the minor leagues. His sportscasting 
career took him from Fresno to San Francisco in 1958 when major leaque 
baseball came out west. Lon paired with Russ Hodges to form one of the 
top announcing teams in the game. It was at this same time that Lon was 
building a solid reputation with play-by-play work for the 49ers. Lon has 
broadcast three World Series and one Super Bowl. Simmons is single and 
resides in Alameda.

RAY FOSSE begins his fifth year as a member of the A's radio broadcast 
team. While Ray is the least experienced announcer in the A’s booth, he's 
able to inject a former player's point of view into game broadcasts. Ray 
Started his playing career in 1965 with Reading of the Eastern League. He 
saw his first major Jeague action in 1967 with the Cleveland Indians, be- 
fore finally breaking into the majors for good at the end of the ‘68 
season. He spent 5 years with the Tribe before being traded to the A's 
prior to 1973. Ironically, one of the players the A's gave up to get Fosse 
is current A's pitching coach Dave Duncan. He went back to Cleveland 
in 1976, and finished up his playing career in 1979 with the Milwaukee 
Brewers. In 12 years of major league ball, Ray Batted .256 with 61 home 
runs in 924 games. Ray had been a member of the A’s front office for 
three years before devoting all his energies to broadcasting in 1937S 
In addition to his radio duties, Ray will once again team with Monte Moore on the A's over-the-air televi- 
sion network. 


SYLVESTER JACKSON begins his third season with the A's broadcast- 
ing team in 1990 as the host of the “‘A’s Baseball Journal,'’ a magazine 
show that covers a wide range of baseball topics. A native of Brooklyn, 
Jackson graduated trom Harlem Prep before moving on to Boston College, 
where he earned his B.A. in Economics in 1977. Sylvester's broadcasting 
career began with WBZ Radio and TV in Boston, With WBZ, his duties in- 
cluded producing live broadcasts of the Boston Celtics, Boston Bruins and 
New England Patriots games. He also produced a call-in talk show and 
hosted his own weekly talk show. Jackson's responsibilities extended to 
the television side as well, where he was a sports reporter for WBZ and 
WGBH TV. After moving to the Bay Area in 1980, Sylvester did free- 
lance work for KTVU Channel 2 and was the News Director at KTIM Radio. eas

MONTE MOORE returns to the A's in 1990 as the team's play-by-play man 
for the over-the-air television broadcasts. He will team up with Ray Fosse 
for all games on the A’s network. Monte's upbeat style and smooth delivery 
has made him a long-time favorite of A’s fans. He began his professional 
baseball announcing career in 1962 with the then Kansas City A’s. When 
the team moved to Oakland in 1968, so did Monte, and he continued to 
be the voice of the A’s through 1977. From there, he broadcast baseball 
for NBC TV for three years (77-79) and then handled baseball coverage for 
the USA Network for six years (79-85). In 1987, Monte returned to the A's 
to fill in for Lon Simmons and Bill King when they were away covering foot- 
ball. Monte is married, has two sons and a daughter, and resides in 
Porterville, CA. 


For the first time in Oakland Athletics history 
all home and road games will be broadcast 
in Spanish. Radio station KNTA (1430 AM) 
will carry all 162 games of the A’s regular sea- 
son with veteran AMAURY PI-GONZALEZ 
teaming with ERWIN HIGUEROS to call 
the action. Amaury returns for his ninth sea- 
son and Higueros his second. 


AMAURY was born in Cuba but moved to 
Florida in 1961. He attended the University 
of Miami and did Spanish broadcasts for Mi- 
ami's WFAB radio. He then moved north 
and wrote for Spanish newspapers in the New York area. Switching coasts, he came to the Bay Area 
in 1970 and has since become the area's premier Spanish language sportscaster. He has covered the World 
Series, Super Bowls, boxing, basketball and soccer for Spanish Radio, and he maintains a selected corre- 
spondent status with Spanish stations and newspapers outside the Bay Area, From 1985-87 he was a 
member of the CBS Spanish radio network play-by-play team that covered baseball's championship series 
and World Series. Amaury also anchored the A's Spanish network broadcasts for both the 1989 ALCS 
and World Series. Amaury makes his home in Fremont, California with his wife, Gail, and two children. 


ERWIN, 26, was born in Guatemala, and moved to the United States when he was 12 years old. A gradu- 
ate of Fremont High School in Oakland, Erwin also attended Cal State Hayward and Columbia School 
of Broadcasting.

RULES OF INTEREST 


PLAYER LIMITS: 40 until opening day, when the number must be reduced to 25 until September 1, when 
it again can become 40. 

DETERMINING BATTING AVERAGE: Divide the number of at-bats into the number of hits. 

DETERMINING AN EARNED RUN AVERAGE: Multiply the number of earned runs by nine; take the number 
and divide it by the number of innings pitched. 

DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divide the total bases of all safe hits by the total times at bat, 
(At-bats do not include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitcher, or times awarded first base because of interfer- 
ence or obstruction). 

DETERMINING FIELDING AVERAGE: Divide the total putouts and assists by the total of putauts, assists and 
errors. 

DETERMINING PERCENTAGE OF GAMES WON AND LOST: Divide the number of games won by the total games 
won and lost. 

CONSECUTIVE HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive hitting streak shall not be terminated if the plate appear- 
ance results in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. A sacrifice fly 
shall terminate the streak, 

CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be terminated if all 
the player's plate appearances (one or more) result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference 
or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 
CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A consecutive-game playing streak shall be extended if the player 
plays one half-inning on defense, or if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. 
A pinch-running appearance only shall not extend the streak. If a player is ejected from a game by an 
umpire before he can comply with the requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 

TRADING REGULATIONS: Players are available on waivers in reverse order of standings, at the time waivers 
expire, if more than 30 days after start of the season; otherwise in reverse order of standings at close 
of preceding season. 

WAIVERS: The effect of Major League Rule 10 (Waivers) is to treat the two Major Leagues as one, except 
for the period August 1st until the end of the season. This allows the assignment of contracts between 
Major League clubs at all other times without waivers, eliminating inter-league trading periods and League 
waivers. 


CITY OF OAKLAND 
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On the eastern border of the City, the native redwood trees in the Oakland hills once 
soared so high that ship captains coming into the Golden Gate used them as naviga- 
tional points.

With its strategic Pacific Rim location, excellent port facilities, and outstanding trans- 
portation network, Oakland has established itself as an international center of finance, 
research, and trade. 


Oakland lies at latitude 38° and longitude 122° on the east side of San Francisco Bay. 


Founded in 1852, Oakland is the sixth largest city in California and the seat of Alameda 
County government. Oakland is the transportation hub of the 11-western-state region.

The elevation is 42 feet. The population is 351,000, and the city covers 53.4 square 
miles, There ts no racial majority; there are more women than men. Oakland operates 
eral : es Manager/City Council form of government. Lionel J. Wilson is the mayor 
of Oakland. 


If you like sunshine, Oakland is the place to be. Records indicate that the sun shines 
in Oakland during 73 percent of daylight hours, Average rainfall at the airport is 18 inches. 
Rainfall in the Oakland hills is about 27 inches per year. Rand McNally ranks Oakland 
No. 1 for climate. 


Development as a commercial and transportation center began with the California Gold 
Rush of 1849, when Oakland became the mainland staging point for passengers and 
cargo traveling between the Bay and the Sierra foothills. 


Oakland was chartered as a city in 1852, and Construction of shipping wharfs began 
immediately. Ferry service between Oakland and San Francisco had existed for years, 
but by building !arge wharfs and dredging a shipping channel, Oakland became an 
independent destination. 


Owners of the Central Pacific Railroad, the ‘Big Four''—Stanford, Crocker, Hopkins, 
and Huntington—saw the convenience of Oakiand as a shipping center and chose it 
as the Western terminus of the Transcontinental Railroad, which began service across 
America in 1869, 


Oakland grew steadily through the 19th century. After the devastating earthquake in 
1906, many people and businesses chose to relocate from San Francisco to less damaged 
Oakland. Oakland's population more than doubled between 1900 and 1910. 


Oakland benefitted from the general prosperity of the area through the 1920s. Califor- 
nia farms expanded their markets, contributing to canning, processing, and shipping 
companies based in Oakland, Auto makers and steel companies led the Industrial 
expansion throughout the East Bay. Construction businesses had plenty of work as 
homes went up south and east of the inner city, and new highrise office buildings were 
built in downtown Oakland. 


World War Il brought tremendous changes to Oakland. Huge numbers of workers moved 
to the Bay Area to work in local shipyards and many of these people, as well as large 
fumbers of military personnel who mustered out al Treasure Island and the Oakland 
Army Base, chose to remain in the Bay Area. The population of Oakland grew by almost 
one third between 1940 and 1950. 


During the war, the military had made substantial improvements in Oakland's port 
facilities. The decision in the late 1950s to further modernize Oakland's docks and equip 
them with container-shipping facilities opened another chapter in Oakland's history, 


Today, the Port of Oakland is a technically advanced facility and the fourth largest con- 

tainer shipping port in the United States. Oakland is the terminus of three shipping rail- 

roads, and is home to more than 1,000 trucking companies, Oakland is recognized 

as the center of commerce for the entire Bay Area, and the main sea terminal for cargo 

Ly between the western United States and the Pacific Rim, Latin America, and 
urope.

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THE A’s ELEPHANT 


Prior to the 1988 season the A's brought back one of the team's most familiar and suc- 
cessful characters from past years—the Athletics’ Elephant. The A's Elephant has been 
featured in many of the club's promotions and publications. Also, each player wears a spe- 
cial A's Elephant patch on the left sleeve of their uniform. The official uniform patch is 
a 5% inch green elephant in white with a yellow ''A”’ on a white blanket. 

For 60 years the Athletic Elephant was one of the most popular and colorful logos in 
all of major league baseball. In 1901 Connie Mack and his Philadelphia Athletics helped 
form the American League. New York Giants Manager John McGraw dismissed the A's 
with contempt, calling them ‘The White Elephants,"’ implying Mack shouldn't be allowed 
to spend money without supervision. Mack defiantly adopted the White Elephant as the 
team insignia, and in 1902, the A's won the American League pennant, 

The White Elephant remained the team's mascot until later that decade, when it finally 
made its way to an A's uniform. Its first appearance was on the team’s sweaters, In about 
1918, the Elephant finally saw game action when Mack had the pachyderm symbol (in blue 
with a white ‘‘A’’ inside) placed on the left sieeve of every player. 

By 1920, Mack had fully adopted the A’s Elephant as the team's symbol. Gone was the 
traditional ‘'A’’ on the front of the jersey. In was a blue elephant logo. But after a few poor 
seasons, Mack decided a change was in order. So, in 1924, the blue elephant was replaced 
by the white elephant on the team's jersey. The new-look pachyderm seemed to do the 
trick, as the A's played better ball for the next few years. 

In 1928, Mack decided the elephant had worn out its brief welcome on the A's jersey 
fronts. He replaced it with the familiar ''A’’ on the uniforms, and the A’s went on to win 
two World Championships and an AL crown in the next three years. This resurgance was 
probably due more to the additions of Foxx, Simmons, Grove, Cochrane, et al., than to 
the elephant's absence. 

That was the last year for the elephant on an A's uniform unti) 1955, when the A’s, now 
in Kansas City, added an elephant patch to their left sleeves. But when Charlie Finley pur- 
chased the team in the early sixties, the elephant mascot was once again sent packing, 
replaced by, of all animals, a mule. This was the last we saw of this loveable A’s mascot 
until 1988. 

Keeping with their tradition of looking to the future without forgetting the past, the 
current A's ownership decided in 1988 that the time was right to bring back the A’s elephant. 
It has once again proven to be a ‘'good luck’’ charm for the A's, as since its return 
the Athletics have won two consecutive American League pennants and one world 
championship,
